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We  coiiHider  it  not  only  us  an  iict  of  cliarity  but  also  of  humanity  to  put 
Your  Lordship  and  your  clergy  on  your  guard,  against  the  flattering  promises 
set  forth  in  this  notice. 

We  certainly  would  he  iiai)py,  My  Lord,  if  Canada  I'ould  realise  these  expec- 
tations and  provide  the  needy  portion  of  the  Irish  population  with  a  comfortable 
home  ;  but  we  regret  much  to  say  that  it  is  far  from  being  able  to  offer  so  flat- 
tering ajn-ospecr.  and  those  who  may  come  will  be  crnclly  disappointed. 

As  io  ill.'  7,000  farm  hibuurors,  we  have  nothing  to  say,  because  men  are 
better  able  to  struggle  against  diflicultics,  and  can  better  succeed  in  making  a 
home  for  themselves.  Ilowe.cr  we  have  no  liesitation  whatsoever  in  saying, 
that  the  advantages  held  forth  by  Mr.  Charlton  are  exaggerated,  for  amongst 
those  who  have  emigrated  from  Ireland  years  ago,  many  would  be  ha])py  to 
take  for  the  year  round  the  minimi. m  of  the  wages  promised  to  the  new 
emigrants. 

l!ut  as  to  placing  in  advantageous  jiositions  5.000  feuude  servants,  3,200 
bovs  and  8,5<I0  girls  over  lI?  years,  we  venture  to  assm-e  Your  Lordship  that  the 
Government  agent  has  been  led  into  error.  We  have  every  reason  to  believe 
that  the  denumd  for  female  servants  is  very  limited,  and  that  it  may  be  easily 
supplied  by  the  young  women  brought  here,  every  year,  by  their  brothers  or 
sisters  already  settled  in  the  country.  With  regard  to  the  others,  the  greater 
part  of  them  would  And  themselves  in  the  greatest  embarra.<sment,  exposed,  as 
manv  before  have  been,  to  all  the  .H-ductions  of  the  world  and  to  the  danger  of 
loosing  that  peculiar  virtue  which  the  daughi'M's  of  Ireland  i)ri/.e  so  highly.  In 
all  cases,  My  Lord,  umnarried  females  should  not  be  sent  here,  unless  aceoni]  a- 
nied  by  their  ])arents.  or  other  persons  ('(piuUy  eajiable  of  jirotecting  tin  la 
against  danger. 

With  regard  to  young  boys  and  girls  over  \-\  years,  the  difficulty  we  hav  v 
to  meet  in  flnding  places  for  our  orphans  of  the  same  age  is  pro<tf  suflicient  that 
they  can  have  but  a  very  liiuited  chance.  It  is  very  certain  that  all  those  wlio 
would  obtain  places  at  all.  would  find  them  in  protestant  families,  where  they 
would  soon  loose  the  faith  of  their  fathers,  to  adopt  that  of  their  masters,  as  it  but 
too  often  happens  in  the  United  Stat(!s.
